CARS WILL NOT BE RUN WITHOUTLr

Troops Ordered in Readiness 
at Marion, Lil. 


THE POLICE, 


Mail Car Is the Only One Now Run- 
ning Into Belleville—Strikers Say 
They Will Not Resort to 
Violence, 


Information was received at Belleville Fri- 
day noon that preparations are being made 
to send militia from other places, should 
their services be needed. 

A telegram from Marion, IIL, states that 
the members of Company C, Forty-eighth 
Infantry, who live in Marion, were ordered 
Friday morning to be in readiness to leave 
for Belleville on the 3:24 p. m. train. 

The fight between the Day, Suburban and 
Belleville Electric Railways and their old 
employes is now on in earnest and there 
is slight expectation of an early settle- 
ment. As told exclusively in the Post-Dis- 
patch Thursday, President John Day was 
notified by a committee of the Railway 
Employes’ Union that his reply to the ulti- 
matum submitted to him Tuesday would 


- 


be awaited no longer than 5 o’clock Thurs- 
day evening. 

No reply had been received from Presi- 
dent Day at 5 o’clock and thousands of cir- 
culars were immediately issued stating 
these facts and kindly requesting the pub- 
lic to withdraw its patronage from the 
roads until the strikers and the reads have 
adjusted their differences. 

Whether the probability of the settlement 
or the continuance of the strike is strength- 
ened by the delay is hard to determine. 
President John Day said Friday afternoon 
that the directors of the local line, who 
held a meeting Thursday morning, had 
come to a conclusion. He was asked why 
the cars were not run then. He said be- 
cause they did not want thelr men as- 
saulted and their property destroyed. In 
the evening he said he was much nearer 
a settlement than he had been before, but 
he was not ready to say what he would do. 

The circular issued by the strikers will 
not interfere with further negotiations to- 
ward a settlement. The circulars will be 
annulled by any agreement which may be 
reached. 

Only two cars were run on the Day Line. 
Friday, as on the previous days of the. 
week. They ran between the Eads idge 
and the Air Line crossing, two miles »west 
of the Belleville Public Square. The.two 
mail cars ran to the Public. Square, as 
usual, and were not molested. 

The Post-Dispatch learned Friday morn- 
ing that two Postoffice Inspectors have 
been ordered to Belleville from Cairo to 
investigate an alleged delay in the transpor- 
tation of the mail Tuesday. This was the 
day after the riots on the PubHe uare. 
A report had been made that the mall car 
was delayed that day. There is not known 
to have been any resistance offered to the 
entrance of the car into the city. It is said 
to have lain an hour at the power house. 
but nobody knows why this was done. The 
strikers declare it was held to give color to 
a claim that they: were interfering with the 
mails. 

If there ts to be any Investigation by 
Postoffice Inspectors the men say they will 
eali attention to ¢elays the past three days 
with which they had nothing to do. On 
each of the last three days the mall car, 
after going to the Public Square and tak- 
ing on the mall, has been stopped for from 
10 minutes to half an hour in front of a 
house on West Mein street where some of 
the non-union men have been rooming. The 
first day the wait was long enough to per- 
mit the men to change their uniforms for 
street clothes; the second day the car 
waited while they partly packed their 
clothes. Thursday the car was stopped in 
front of the house and the trunks and 
boxes of the men were carried away on it. 

The attention of Postmaster Thomas was 
called to these delays. He said he had 


delivered the mail to the company and had 
nothing more to do with it. 

Another embarrassment in the handling 
of the mails confronts the Day Line. This 
line has the contract for carrying the malls. 
It has no franchise for running through 
East St. Louis over the present route. It 
has been permitted to run over the Subur- 
ban route since the street fair, by suffer- 
ance. It is said steps will be taken to stop 
the running of the cars over this tine. As 
the mail cannot be carried over the Sub- 
urban Line the company would not be able |

MULES WANTED 
BY Tht BaITISth 


English Army Officers Again 
Buying in St. Louis. 


CONTRACT FOR 2000 ANIMALS. 


MUST BE SHIPPED FROM NEW OR.- 
LEANS IN TEN DAYS. 


Mule Yards and Stock Yards Prepared 
for the Demand and Orders Will 
Be Entirely Filled by Next 
Wednesday. 


S. J. Smith and Capt. Markham of 
are registered at the 
Planters’ Hotel. They come upon the same 
mission that brought them to St. Louis 
two months ago—to buy mules for use in 
the war with the Boers. 

The British commanding officers in the 
Transvaal attribute their defeat in the first 
pitched battle with Oom Paul Krueger's 
forces to the untimely desertion of the 
Missouri mules, drawing artillery, but they 
want more of them, nevertheless, 

One of the St. Louis visitors, while in 
a joking mood Friday, remarked that the 
fact that the mules ram into the enemy in 


the first battle would not be interpreted 
as a demonstration of @ lack of fealty to 
the English cause, but inexperience would 
be blamed. 

The officers declare that since that fate- 
ful day the ‘Missouri mule has repeated!y 
demonstrated that he is the animal for 
pack and transportation service in -the 
rugged Transvaal country. He has shown 
his superiority so clearly that the commis- 
sary department of the Engiish army has 
ordered its agents in this country to pur- 
chase 2000 more of them at once and have 
them ready for shipment within two weeks. 
The desire of the agents is to buy all of 
them in St. Louis if possible, so that ship- 
ping will be more convenient and a com- 
plete registry of purchases may be kept 
under their persona] supervision. 

Five officers are in the purchansing pamy. 
They arrived in St. Louis Thursday night 
and arose early Friday to begin their work, 
Two of them went to the North Broadway 
sheds and the other three visited the East 
St. Louis stock yards. 

The order to buy: more mules reached 
them 10 days ago, but it was impossible 
for themeto reach St. Louis earlier on 
account of contracts which they > rd made 
for hay, oats and corn, to which it was 
necessary for them to give their personal 

tention, 

oo they sent niformation of the'r com- 
ing to St. Louis mule dealers and request- 
ed that all who wished to compete for the 
sales fill their yards with the grades of 
animals desired. They saw the wisdom 
of this action when they entered the sales 
stables Friday. They found that the deal- 
ers were prepared to deliver as many as 
2000 choice animals on short notice. : 

Several days: will be consumed in making 
the purchases, although the mules are 
ready for immediate delivery. Measure- 
ments and weights must be taken and 
veterinar‘es must make careful examina- 
tions. Each item of this work takes time. 
But the officers hope to have their work 
completed by Wednesday, and belie ve that 
all their purchases will be loaded on ships 
at New Orleans within ten days.

Perfect health, 
therefore, must be the aim of those who 
would have beautiful skins, and by “‘beau- 
I mean clear, clean, fresh and whole- 
not necessaritliy white, for it is as 
hopeless for a brunette to strive for the 
white skin of a bionde as to expect that 
her hair will of its own accord become 
flaxen. 

Most people recognize the fact that the 
«tate of the health is reflected immediately 
the skin, but few, perhaps, realize 
the condition of the ekin also affects

The hygiene of the skin is an interesting 
study. and one about which we should all 
know something. The two layers of akin 
are known as the outer or scarf-skin (epi- 
derma) and the sensitive or true-skin (der- 
ma).

He explains the reason for 
this in a little scientific discourse on der- 
matology. Too much seap of a wrong 
kind, however, is as. bad for the skin 
as too little of the best kind. attenuating 
it and rendering the body over sensitive 
to touch. There are soaps and soaps. 

In frequent ablutions lies the secret of 
many a firm, smooth skin. Plenty of soap 
and water will work wonders. Care must 
be taken that the tollet water jis soft. and 
for general use should be elther ‘tepid 
or warm. Very hot water is advisable at 
night, when every particle of dust and 
foreign matter should be reenoved from 
the pores. Rinse with tepid, then cooler 
water. 

Coid water is the finest tonle for those 
Skins that can stand it; but tn Winter a 
tonic is less generally serviceable than an 
unguent. There are thoee who take their 
cold baths even when they have to break 
the ice to dip into them, but it is not ey. 
who can stand the ock of icy 
water December. The temp®rature of a 
bath muat be regulated according to one’s 
constitution. The cooler the water is, the 
better for one’s physical strength, as a 
ruie. The night bath should be warm. 

The hot bath is an excitant, the tepid 
bath enervates, and the cold bath is an 
astringent of the most bracing nature,

G@0V. BRADY TELLS OF RECENT 
DISCOVERIES IN ALASKA. 


NOME REPORTS CONFIRMED. 


Rich Finds on the Beach Made by the 
Men Who Have Unjustly Been 
Crowded Out. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. &4.—The report of 
John G. Brady, Governor of Alaska, which 
has just been made public, is of unusual in- 
lerest on acaount of the great activity in 
gold mining in Alaska during the past 
year. In dealing with the subject of gold 
production in Alaska, Gev. Brady con- 
fesses himself embarrassed by the lack of 
reliable reports from the various gold- 
producing districts, but says that he gives 


the very best information obtainable. The | 


Governor gives an interesting account of 
the discovery of gold at Cape Nome, and 
the rush for that point whiecn ensued. He 
says: 

“In July last year a rumor reached the 
Swedish mission on Golofnin Bay that gold 
had been found at Sin Rock, which is about 
twenty-five miles f:om Cope Nome, on the 
coast to the north. A party was made up 
of E. ©, Linblom, John Brinterson and 
Jafet Linderberg., They ieft Golofnin Bay 
Heptember 11, and econ reached Anvil, They 
Were there six days. They made their last 


location on September 27, ard returned to! 


Golofnin Bay. Here another party was 
formed, and in about eight days, after 
lonuding the mission schooner, started out, 
It being about the middle of October. John 
Brinterson, J. Linderberg,. E. O. Linblom, 
J. W. Price, Dr. Kittleson and Johan Tor- 
henson held a meeting on the 18th of Oc- 
tober, organizing the Cape Nome mining 
district, comprising an area of twenty-five 
miles square, The easternmost corner was 
to be at Cape Nome Dr. Kittleson was 

‘tected recorder. They washed out about 
$1700, $80 of which was from Snow Gulch, 
the rest from Nos. 7 and 8. on Anvil; only 
five duys were devoted to washing, the 
rest of the time being spent In marking 
c.aims. They left Cane Nome November 
7, in a small boat. 

“The Lyng Bros. and Messrs. Inglestad 
and Dexter learned of the discovery. They 
hurried forward to locate claims. and 
they also made locations of town lots. one 
of the Lyngs driving the first stake. The 
news spread from Golofnin Bay and Coun- 
cil City district to 8t. Michael's and ffom 
these places there was a stampede to se- 
cure locations. All locations are 320 feet 
by 660 feet. Nearly all not only located 
for themselves, but also for their friends 
by power of attorney, and nowhere has 
the power of attorney been so abused as 
at Cape Nome. 

“Some of the original discoverers and lo- 
cators had not even declared their inten- 
tion to become citizens at the time of their 
location. They immediately endeavored to 
remedy this by appearing before Commis- 
sioner Shepherd at St. Michael's, who is- 
sued to them thelr first papers and took 
his fee therefor, an act which was not 
legal. Nearly all the miners are in agree- 
ment that the right to make mining loca- 
tions by power of attorney be done away 
with, and that the size of the placer lo- 
cation be reduced to 300 feet, and that the 
mining district should not be more than 
five miles, and that but one location be 
allowed to each person in such distr-ct, 
whether there be one stream or many in 


“As more miners reached the shore they 
began to talk over the situation and gath- 
ered in squads. Much enmity began to 
brew. which, no doubt. would have ended 
In serious trouble if another important 
discovery had not been made. One of the 
soldiers who were stationed there went to 
the beach and tried a pan of sand., and, to 
1 s astonishment. found rivher colors and 
showed it to some idlers who were in the 
store and who would not believe the sol- 
dier’s story. He showed them the place 
where he had obtained the colors. Upon 
their making another trial much better re- 
sults were obtained. This is said to have 
been tbe starter ef the Beach diggings. 

“There were hQndreds of men camped 
gaiong the beach who had come there sick, 
sad and sore from the Kotzebue and Koyu- 
kuk. and places along the Yukon, and were 

that the government would some- 

> them out of the country. Some 
parties bad sold their stern-wheel steamers 
and outfits for a very small fraction of 
what they cost them. When the news was 
announced that under their very feet there 
wus a layer, and in some places layers, of 
ruby sand, whch was rich with gald, which 
they sowmnuch coveted and for which they 
had risked and endured so much, thev 
sprang to work with alacsity, and, as if by 
magic, there could be seen a string of tents 
for 1b miles along the beach, in front of 
which were men digging down through the 
ruby streaks and shaking their rockers. 
How gind they were when they made the'r 
first clean-up and found that the yellow 
metal was there indeed. It was a godsend 
to them and nearly all so regarded it. 
. There was no quarreling or contention 
among the men about the claims. Each 
man when he came with his rocker would 
mark out a plece of ground 15 or B® foot 
square, and by mutual! consent that was 
hig claim; and so they went on along the 
shore, some finding richey spots than oth- 
ers. It is estimated that there were about 
10) men at work and a conservat've esti- 
mate Is that each man averaged $20 a day. 
Ii was estimated that the product of the 
beach at the end of September would 
amount to $1.00)0.000. Copper plates were 
in great demund by those who had rockers, 
in fact, the demand could not be supplied. 
One man was seen with a silver plate made 
of sixty-four silver dollars, held in place 
by copper tacks, a very good method by 
whch the 16 to 1 can be worked out. 

In concluding that part of his report In 
relation to mining. Gov. Brady says: 

Placer and quartz mining in Alaska 
have reached large proportions, and what
